Tbe Seat of Governmout Alemorial. 



The doonment published yesterday cx- 
plains U«elf. Tbe people of this Oolony 
shoaid ' take steps to abonr their gratitade 
towards those who have taken so much 
interest in their welfare, We have no 
intentioo wliotever at the present of 
criticising the memorial, but would simply 
remark tluU tbe basis of tlio memorial is 
the resolutions of the Legislative Coun- 
cil of the Colony. Those resolutions re- 
quest that the Goveruor will take such 
steps as ho may deem moat litting towards 
making Victoria tho Seat of Government. 
It is not asked that tho Home Govern- 
ment or tho Governor should be arbiters; 
but that the thing asked should bo doue, 
It is hoped that the Governor has taken 
this couslilulional view of tho case, and 
has listened to tho voice of tho Council, 
piven not hurriedly, but after calm and 
dispassionate consideration. Not having 
the Governor's despatches at command, it 
is impossible for us to say what course his 
Excellency may have taken, but, judging 
from his past conduct, there is reason to 
fear that his prejudice has led him to ad- 
vise contrary to tho opinions of tho 
Council. If so, and if her Majesty's Gov 
ernment have beeii deceived and indaeaced 
by such representations, the Colony will 
be agitated from one end to the other, 
and instead of tbe question being settled , 
it will be more unsettled tbao ever ; what 
little confidence remains will be lost, and 
tbe hoped-for progre-s of the Colony en- 
tirely destroyed. At a time when all 
shonld endeavor with one accord to draa: 
the Oolony oat of its present engulphcd 
position, an increase of dissatisfaction can 
only terminate in rain ; but remove that 
dissatisfaction— place tbe seat of Govern" 
ment at Victoria, where the Legislature 
desired it to be placed — then, and not till 
then, will the depression and oppros.sion 
nnder which the Colony labors be removed. 
The Legislatare has spoken plainly. Jf 
it did so under the at that time existintr 
condition of affairs, how much more cor 
rect is that opinion now thai the Amnri- 
cans have purchased the formerly Russian 
territory. The condiiious necessary for 
ibo Seat of Govenunont are, that the 
place or spot should be convenient for tho 
internal govertiment of the country, and 
also convenient for holding communication 
with neighboring powers. Sueh con- 
veniences Victori:i possesses, and al.so one 
half of the popul aion of the country. If 
it were even aduiitied — an adnus ion we 
do not make —that the advantages of 
Victoria and New Westminster were 
equally well balanced for the former, the 
position of Victoria for the latter would 
give it an overwhelming advantage- 
Victoria being the point to which all 
steamboats come and from which all com- 
munication radiates, renders it desirable 
that the Governor should reside there in 
order to bo in communication with our 
foreign and British relations. The polit- 
ical relations of the country, both internal 
and external, alike unite in selecting Vic- 
toria for the seat of Government. It is 
ridioaioa?, in the first place, for any 
one to say that New WestmioBter 
possessesi m many advantages as Vio< 
toria, Bupposing even tbeir natural 
gaalifioationB to bo evenly balanced — 
wbioh we aobesitatingly deny — tho 
acquired qaalifioations of Viotoria 
would give her an immensely prepon- 
derating advantage; Viotoria being a 
city possessing every convonionco, 
both for the internal and external gov* 
ernment of vho country, — Westmin- 
Btor, a city without morcbants, with-. 

out Banka, save those of tho river 

without steamboat communicatioD 
with foreign ports ; in fact, without 
anything, save the Governor, whom U 
worHbipa first and God Ithtj — a place 
famous for idolatry but for nothing 
else. There may bo hundreds of places 
and harbors whoro towns can bo 
built, but tho peopio havo ohoson Vio- 
toria and havo built a city only second 
to San Franoisoo. Is it advisable thai 
tho Executive of this Colony sboald 
still attempt by Gcvornment patron- 
ag, to ruin a city already ezisiing tor 
tl)0 sake of building up another — an 
atlcinpt iliut hiihurto Has so signalij' 
failed ?

She was recnniiiicndcd for her 
(Jliri.stuin viri nes and Ik r religious and .secu- 
lar ace()ni|ilishinents, and was forthwith ac- 
cuplcil as a coaiiiiniiii.'ant of the chnreh 
In the coursj of time, her superior qu ili- 
lies pointed her oat as a Gt person to take 
charge of a Sunday School class, and .slu;

fornian chililren, and those of the mesti- 
zos of the Spanish iicpublics. Sin- 
pt-rformed her duties fathfully, and 
seemed to give universal sati.sfaction up to 
a few days since. One day hi.st week she 
was nstotiisliod at the visit of one of the 
leading fnnctionaries ' f the Church to her 
place of residence. He seemed consider- 
ably embarrassed about communicating 
something he bad to say, but finally mus- 
tered up couraiie, and remarked : 

" Miss L., you needn't come to Sunday 
school rie.xt Sunday.'' 

" And why not, pray ?" she a.sked,

cause of this sudd'.ni .ind nnc.xix cled dis- 
missal, and [jressed the fnnriionin-y for an 
answer. lie, hort'evor, otily repcaicl 
what ho had said before, and sidled to- 
ward the door, exclaiming : 

"I don't want to have any argument 
about tho matter, you know 1" and 
effected his retreat.
